Steps Production Are Analyzed Before Making Bid 


take part these “Estimating Bees.” 
Most trade binders are familiar with 
all-inclusive hourly cost figures for the 
machines their shops. The figures 
are arrived taking all the elements 
that into the expense conducting 
the business—rent, labor, depreciation, 
insurance, etc.—and divide that total 
the various income-producing ma- 
chines individuals the plant. Each 
producer must bear its share the 
general all-inclusive expenses, well 
its specific expenses. The result 
the hourly cost figure—what costs 
you operate that particular machine. 


Some binderies arrive their hourly 
cost figures studying their record 
books detail; others accept the 
recommendations various associations 
and books the subjects. Still others, 
and these are the ones 
fail, pluck the figures out thin air. 


Instead going into detail how 
the all-inclusive hourly costs are arrived 
at, let assume, for the sake this 
“Estimating Bee” that these figures hold 
true for our operations:

Even careful figuring the costs in- 
volved does not mean that the job will 
with unforeseen costs that have their 
origin the customer’s lack 
familiarity with bindery production?

The 
thousand copies were delivered the 
customer, promised, but the 4,000 re- 
maining were not received time.

The binder had 
choose between two losses: folder 
kept idle until the arrival the 4,000 
sheets, resetting the folder for an- 
other job, and then resetting once 
more when the sheets arrive. Either way 
there loss that cannot passed 
the responsible customer, foreseen 
any way. 

Folding machines require makeready 
just much printing presses, but 
few printers are aware this, and 
binders their desire perform ad- 
ditional services for the customer when- 
ever required have failed educate 
them this fact. the case being dis- 
cussed special makeready had 
made for the 814 order. When the 
additional sheets failed arrive the 
binder, unwilling let machine stand 
idle when there was work done, 
had second makeready made that 
another job could use the machine. 
When the remaining 4,000 sheets came 
there was third makeready, and 
the fourth was made the end the 
run for the other job. Makeready time 
can take anywhere from half-hour 
hour and half. Who pay for 
it? 

under the best conditions loss 
can result even the estimated costs 
are studied carefully 
then the risk even greater when wild 
estimates and careless bids are made.

WHY THEY IT? 


brief examination the results 
any Estimating Bee such this one 
shows that the variations estimated 
costs—and consequently the quoted 
price—are tremendous. can see that 
many cases the quotations made 
some companies are actually below cost. 
Lack familiarity with cost-finding 
methods and accurate production rates 
one cause. Another cause—and this 
may the most important one—is the 
conceit being “boss.” are all 
familiar with the owner who has in- 
vested his last penny into the plant. 
works ten eleven hours day and 
fools himself into thinking that busy 
plant means big profit. Most his 
cutters make more than does, with 
less work and strain, but “the 
boss.” Driving himself, drives the 
industry down.

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THEIR OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE 


Part History and Basic Principles 


TYPES FOLDERS 


The folding machines existence and 
operation today fall into two general 
classes: knife folders and buckle folders. 
The two terms define the basic principle 
the machine, and indirectly, the na- 
ture the work handled that ma- 
chine. 


Knife Folders: The sheets are car- 
ried tapes the first-fold gauge 
where they are also registered the 
sides. “knife” “blade” then de- 
scends upon the sheet and tucks 
between two knurled rollers. The re- 
volving fold rollers pull the sheet 
through, folding along the line made 
the knife blade. The sheet fed 
onto the tapes the second-fold level 
where another set gauges register 
the sheet, another knife descends, and 
another set rollers fold and pull 
through the third-fold level. The 
operation repeated for the number 
fold levels, usually three four, the 
machine. 

The most common knife folders now 
operation are the Dexter and the 
Chambers. Others which may still 
found some binderies are the Brown, 
the Hall, the Anderson, and the Swart 
folders. 

Buckle Folders: The sheets are fed 
rollers tapes “fold plate” 
which consists two metal plates 
hinged angle, either down, 
the direction sheet travel. the 
sheet enters the plate hits the fold 
gauge and the force its motion 
causes buckle the only open 
space, which the line where the level 
paper was slightly bent enter the 
angled fold plate.

Knife folders are timed, i.e., each op- 
eration the machine completes one 
more signatures for each cycle. 
Buckle folders, the other hand, are 
untimed. They “fold the mile,” 
fast sheets are fed the plates. 
Heavy stock, spongy antique papers, 
and sheets with broken edges are con- 
sidered more suitable for the knife ma- 
chine. Buckle folders, because their

untimed operation, can handle from 
2,000 30,000 sheets hour, under 
optimum conditions, depending upon 
the size the sheet and the number 
folds. Knife folders can produce from 
2,500 4,500 sheets per hour. 


Duplex folders, such the Duplex 
“N” quad folder, are designed with two 
folding levels the first fold, one di- 
rectly above the other. Two feeders, 
one for each folding level, are provided. 
The two sheets are folded together, thus 
doubling production. 


Knife folders are used principally 
edition book plants, and trade bind- 
eries for catalogs, publications, and 
booklets printed large sheets. the 
general run commercial work the 
buckle folders are considered superior 
for their speed, compactness, and ver- 
satility. Much the direct mail and 
advertising material produced today 
would impossible were not for the 
infinite variety folds made possible 
the use the buckle machines. 


FEEDING METHODS 


While different types feeding devices 
have been developed various manu- 
facturers over the years and are use 
today, they fall into three distinct cate- 
gories: friction feeders, pile feeders, 
and continuous feeders. 


Friction feeders are most commonly 
used the smaller size folders. They 
consist, basically, angled board 
holding the sheets which are then 
pulled away, one one, revolving 
comber wheel. Sheets are constantly

Pile feeders use pile skid 
jogged sheets the feed end the 
machine.

stitched, and covered. Folding two-up 
signatures makes possible reduce 
considerably the time necessary for 
printing, gathering, stitching and cover- 
ing, and using the parallel fold, 
perforated facilitate breaking open, 
one closed-head signature and one open- 
head signature obtained. 


The parailel sixteen section, which 
standard attachment that may 
added the machine, provides for 
parallel fold after the 2nd right angle 
fold.

“Double sixteen” knife folders, such 
Dexter, Chambers, and Brown, slit 
the sheet half passes through 
the first fold rollers, thus producing 
two 4-page signatures, each which 
receives two more right angle folds 
produce two 16-page signatures.

The nature the fold depends upon 
the plates chosen. The arrows indicate

and under itself.

ACCURACY THROUGH KNIFE CARE 


REDUCE undue strain machine due dull knives. “More repairs 
paper cutters are due dull knives than any other cause.” 


PROLONG life knife frequent light grinding rather than 
letting get too dull that excessive metal must removed 
before sharp again. 


CHANGE knives which work all day during non-productive hours 
night. 


SAFE fastening dull knife knife board immediately. 


ROTATE knife cutting stick every time knife changed. Provide 
“kiss” contact. 


SIMPLIFY adjustments installing knife and setting knife 
cutting stick ordering many knives are necessary and 
rotate them that they wear equally. 


SAVE time changing knives measuring width knife removed 
and comparing its width knife installed. freshly ground 
knife wider, raise the bar higher than width knife being 
installed.

Metal Edges 

would like information about 
machines which will make 
metal edge strips loose leaf books. 


Briefly the method 
tion somewhat like this: Strips Monel 
metal, whatever other metal 
used, are purchased and then rolled, formed 
and cut the size required. While 
not have the name the 
manufacturer, our understanding that 
its size and expense (since the machine 
not designed for this job, but for work 
another industry) make impractical for 
any but the biggest loose leaf manufactur- 
ers the country. The formed metal may 
bought from such sources. 

Once the metal proper size and shape 
hand you will require specially-made 
dies which fit the size and shape the 
metal, These dies when used power 
press stamping press, will fasten the 
metal edge the cover desired. 
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West Arlington, Ver- 
mont, hand bookbinder who, the 
course his work day, called upon 
the usual services that any 
self-employed binder working alone 
his own shop required do. This 
would not seem set Larry his “Bat- 
tenkill Book Bindery” apart from any 
other craftsman this type except for 
one fact—he totally blind.

THE SCIENCE PRESS has 
been actively engaged publishing 
for more than fifty years, and the 
printing field for twenty-five, en- 
tering only its sixth year com- 
position work. During this relatively 
short period time, the size and scope 
the operation has increased such 
extent that the company has become 
one, not the recognized leader this 
type composition the publishing 
field. The story these six years has 
been one growth, expansion, hard 
work, plenty imagination and de- 
sire for perfection. 

Within the past six months the 
Science Press has more than doubled 
its cold composition services, having 
expanded rapidly that now occu- 
pies entire building, housing both 
the production and editorial depart- 
ments. these, the production de- 
partment more than usual interest, 
centering around the composing ma- 
chines. the close last year, the 
equipment consisted seven DSJ

The process experimentation has 
not ended there, however, for during 
the past six years The Science Press 
has had devise new techniques for 
every phase its operation. the 
make-up room such essentials had 
worked out how put corrections 
photo copy and how mount many 
one hundred and fifty cards onto 
single directory page for the camera 
man.

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PHOTO-COMPOSITION BOOK PRODUCTION 


THIS TIME all the talk about photo- 
composition, unquestionably one the 
most popular topics production dis- 
cussions, can now considered 
terms performance production 
rather than experimental basis 
increasing number publishers 
have ventured forth see they could 
not cash the advantages promised 
this evolution the graphic arts. 
Random sampling from the sizeable 
quantity photo-composed books, suc- 
cessors the pioneering successes with 
which B&BP readers are familiar, in- 
dicate that results are encouraging. 


Acceptance widespread 

Judging alone the number books 
composed Fotosetter machines and 
the increasing availability Foto- 
setter service, there seems 
cient proof that photo-composition 
longer matter experimentation 
but rather implementation. That the 
Fotosetter machine has lived the 
promise foretold its creator, Inter- 
type Corporation, particularly jus- 
tified the book used sample 
here, “The Modern Renaissance 
American Art”. 

This volume the eighth ninth 
Fotosetter produced books published 
fact that they are longer conscious 
the exact number books produced 
photo-composition 
such books are longer considered 
individual achievements but merely 
part the normal, everyday procedure 
publishing production. 

The book qualifies typical ex- 
ample among those set Fotosetter 
machines because its requirements from 
production standpoint not differ 
from most hard-bound books. Its text 
and illustrations aim satisfy reader 
who discriminating, meticulous, de- 
sign- and art-conscious, characteristics 
typical also the professional respon- 
sibilities most production staffs. 

For these reasons the printing sur- 
face had provide clear definition and 
fidelity order reproduce tiny high- 
lights and shadows, necessary for detail 
and sparkle, faithfully. The choice fell 
coated stock, Warren’s White Off- 
set Enamel 59” sheet size. 
Offset seemed the most practical choice 
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with 188 illustrations the book. 

These factors turn influenced the 
other applications for gravure, dry 
set, and magazines, the choice was 
made for the following reasons: The 
quality the photographic copy 
the designer’s letter film sharper 
and denser than reproduction made 
from metal type special proof paper 
production proofs the type forced 
the paper squeezes the ink carries 
thus producing fuzz around the repro- 
duced image. With type film both 
the fuzz and the cost reproduction 
proofs are eliminated. 

Furthermore, Fotosetter composi- 
tion the emulsion side the film 
placed next the surface printed 
there would contact printing 
through film. The type side the 
film rather than the acetate base side 
next the plate coating. This pro- 
cedure insures the highest fidelity 
reproduction the plate. When type 
exposed through the base the film 
the plate emulsion, light “gets un- 
der” the type edges and causes thick- 
ening, fuzzing other distortion the 
letter outlines the plate. 

With film, then, the problems ink 
spread, smeared proofs, pitted letters, 
shadows around type, and loss de- 
tail through secondary camera oper- 
ations are eliminated.

product can wholly perfect 
answer all requirements. Photo-com- 
position exception. pioneered 
Intertype years experimental 
test installations, the product came 
the market with promises that were 
fulfilled production. Only two ob- 
jections have been raised. The 
spacing has been criticised 
occasionally uneven.. the untrained 
eye never noticeable, and for the 
trained this now being corrected.
